THE ANNUAL AMOUNT OF HEAT.

It is aremarkable fact, that countries
lying within the same degrees of|
latitude differ greatly in the ranges
of their temperature. On the west
coast of Europe the winters are com-
paratively warm and the summers
equally cool, while on the eastern
coasts of America the reverse of this
is true. Thus, in countries lying 16
degrees further north in western
Europe than New York, the average
temperature in Jannary is 80 degrees,
and that of July 60 degrees—a range
of only 30 degrees. In New Yorkthe
range of variation often amounts to
nearly 100 degrees,
